Dear  Dr.  Lash: 

At  the  last  nr.eeti.ng  of  the  Board  you  and  I  were  appointed  a 
Corcrcittee  to  consider  what  disposal  should  te  rrada  ot  the  accretion  arising 
Iron:  the  occasional  non  award  ct  certain  scholarships.  In  sorre  cases  the 
arrount  of  the  scholarship  which  has  not  teen  awarded  is  added  to  capital, 
tut  in  others  it  has  been  absorbed  by  the  ordinary  revenue.  We  have  to 
consider  wnat  should  be  done  as  a  natter  oi  expediency  and  what  is  possible 
for  us  to  do. 

T  think  that  in  addition  we  should  consider  wnether  the  awards 
now  nade  in  a  few  cases  3nould  not  te  changed,  so  that  we  nay  g#trfeeetter 
results  Iron  what  is  being  done. 

I  an  sending  you  a  statement  ot  these  scholarships  which  the 
Bursar  nas  nade,  and  !I  shall  te  glad  to  see  you  at  any  tiite.  I  can  call 

on  you  at  your  oil  ice,  or  perhaps  on  your  way  down  lon&hnorning  you  Tight 
cone  to  ny  office.  There  is  no  necessity  ot  delating  with  the  natter 
i tilted iately,  it  you  are  busy.

Dear  Dr.  Lash: 

During  your  absence  we  have  had  several  nestings  of  tne 
Corr  nit  tee  on  Hospital  Relations  to  deal  with  the  urgent  reauest  of  the 
St.  Michael’s  Hospital  for  sone  decision  on  the  auestion  of  our  aid  to 
St.  Michael’s  ,  which  has  been  so  long  sending. 

The  St.  Michael’s  Corrnittee  asked  us  to  put  in  writing  our 
view  of  tne  natter,  and  I  have  outlined  something  which  perhaps  you  as 
Chairnan  of  our  Connittee  will  exbody  Id  a  letter  to  thdiir  Secretary, 

Rev.  Father  Cline. 

You  will  observe  that  I  have  stated  in  tne  last  paragraph 
that  a  rental  of  $3000, -which  was  suggested  at  the  tine  these  negotiations  w« 
in  progress  a  few  years  ago, is  still  thought  to  ce  an  adeauatdi  rental.  Tne 
•renters  of  tne  St.  Michael’s  Connittee  suggested  that  this  amount,  snould  be 
left  blank  and  that  our  letter  should  not  contain  any  state sent  as  to  tne 
rental.  Tney  I  suppose  nope  to  secure  a  larger  anount  iron  the  Governxent 
by  negotiation.  In  ny  opinion,  however:,  the  University  snould  not  pay  nor 
than  thi3  anount,  for  if  it  does  we  shall  be  in  trouble  with  other  Hospitals 
I  do  not  object.,  however,  to  leaving  tne  anount  clank  to  be  arranged  by 
negotiation  later.

3t.  Michael's  Hospital 


The  University  has  always  desired  to  maintain,  its 
connection  with  St.  Michael's.  Hospital  and  still  desires  to  maintain  this 
connection.  In  justice:,  however,  tc  its  students  and  to  the  duty  of  the 
University  with  regard  to  medical  science  there  are  certain  conditions  that 
it  must  lay  down. 

(a)  It  shall  have  toe  nomination  of  those  who  are  to 
teach  its  students. 

(b)  In  order  to  nrcvide  instruction  lor  students  the 
University  staff  in  the  Hosoital  must  have  compleite 
control  of  their  patients  in  thei  outlie  wards. 

( c )  Tne  University  snail  control  all  Lithological  material 
for  use  in  its  laboratories. 

It  must  also  ce  cc-rne  in  mind  tnat  when  students  Day  a 
fee  to  tne  hosoital  they  expect  suen  privileges  as  are  to  te  af lorded  in 
modern  hosoitals,  ana  that  they  will  complain  ana  refuse  to  attend  the 
Hospital  unless  tney  receive  these  privileges.  Tne  tee  should  te 
estimated  on  the  basis  ot  wnat  tne  student  receives  in  tne  Hosoital. 

If  clinical  instruction  is  to  te  given  in  medical 

and  surgical  wards  a  pathological  laboratory  should  be  ea nipped  in 

connection  with  the  hospital.  It  is  recognised,  however,  by  the  Universit 

tth'.wt  a  certain  amount  of  this  eauinment  is  for  purely  university  purposes:,

and  if  tney  are  assured  of  tne  conditions  above  enumerated  tne  University 
will  be  willing  to  pay  a  rental  for  rooms  in  a  building  to  be  erected  and 
eauipped  by  the  Hospital.  The

e-auipped  cy  the  Hospital*  Tne  amount  of  soaoe,  however,  would  not  be 
large  and  it  is  outlined  on  the  clan  that  is  submitted .  The  University 
is  or  opinion  that  tne  rental  of.  i 3000  which  was  suggested  at  the  tine 
that  these  negotiations  were  under  way  several  years  ago  is  ancle  for 
all  the  s  cace  that  they  would  reauire  for  these  pur  coses. 
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
